bai:d to cover the same. 

At the time that hand carts were in 
vogue, a few teams were purchased and 
sent along with them to carry provisions 
and extra baggage for the use of, and 
belonging to, the members of the com- 
pany. The extra baggage hauled was 
charged for, and after ils arrival in Utab, 
deposited in tbe Tithing Store till re. 
deemed by itsowners. When incovren- 
ient to freight! it all, a portion Las been 
left in the Fiorence Chureb Store, to be 
forwarded at a more favorabic opportu: 
nity. In many cases, the poor, confiding 
sou's, have left it. without so mucb as 
asking or obtaining a receipt for it, and 
there has terminated their acquaintance 
with it. bave the obedient hand- 
eart slaves lost there little all irrecover- 
ably. The author remembers well the 
warnings given at Florence by members 
of the church themselves, to the band cart 
Company ther organizing there, to sell, 
What conid not be transported through 
under their own observali n, at any 
sacritice, in preference to leaving it in 
Charge ef the church agent. 

Iland-carta, teame, tents, fire-arms and 
provisions were all reckonéd in the com- 
putatiod of the cost. and the individual 
charges so made that the aggregate would 
cover the entire cost; yet.in the face of 
all this, the stipulation was made before 
starting. that the teams and all of the 
above named articles shculd be tarred 
over as chureh property on arrival in 
Great Salt Lake City. as though unpaid 
for. The computation ine!uded 
provisions at Florcnee piices, whence 
they were supposed to be forwarded for 
use of the company travelling, or such 
arrangerocnts with the Utah Chureh 
agent, as would ensure the needed sup- | 
ply without extra cust to the emigrant. 
And this could be easily effected. ‘Lhou- 
sands of potinds of flout other ar- 
ticles are annually donaied by members 
of the church in Utah forthe benctit of 
the incoming emigration. This flour and 
the other articles so generously given, 
could be forwarded, by empty teams go- 
ing out for church property; at little or 
no expense, and would be but a just ac- 
knowledgement of the thousands j:aid by 
the poor emigrants in their native lands, 
and on which the chureh, dlias, Brigham 
Young, has grown opulent and haughty.
